WASHINGTON, July 30.—Two Amer- 
ican bluejeckets. have been killed in 
Haiti, and Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
iels tonight’ issued: orders to: the battle- 
ship Connecticut -to proceed without de- 
lay to Port au Prince, the Haitian capi- 
tal, with a marine expeditionary regi- 
ment for service in Haiti. The Connect- 
icut will sail from the League Island 
Navy Yard, Philadelphia, early tomorrow 
morning, with two battalions of the Sec- 
ond Regiment of the Marine Corps, con- 


sisting of 528 officers and men. 
under orders to make the run to Haiti in 
three days. 

The dispatch of these reinforcements 
followed the receipt of a report from 
Rear Admiral Wiliam B. Caperton ot the 
armored cruiser Washington at Port au 
Prince, stating that two American blue- 
jackets had been killed by Haitian 
snipers in an attack upon Port au 
Prince last night. The attack was re- 
pulsed. The loss of the attacking party 
was not reported. 

Admiral Capertun informed the Navy 
Department that there was ‘“‘no cause 
for alarm,’’ but in: the same message, he 
requested that a regiment of marines be 
rushed to Port au Prince for sevice in 
handling the situation, restoring order, 
and protecting the lives and property of 
Americans and other foreigners. 

The American sailors killed in the clash 
at Port au. Prince: were William bi ein 
seaman, witose next of kin is Mrs. § 
Gompers, 107 Stockton Street, Brookl; ae 
and Cason S. Whitehurst, ordinary sea- 
man; next of kin, Cason M Whitehurst, 
608 Clay Avenue, Norfolk. 

These sailors were members of ttie 
party of 400 marines and bluejackets 
who were landed on Wednesday night 
from the Washington on its arrival at 
Port au Prince, soon after a Haitian 
mob had invaded the French Legation 
to drag General Guillaume, the Presi- 
dent “of Haiti, into the streets, where 
he was shot. Admiral Caperton reported 
on’ Wednesday ‘night that he had the 
situation in hand. In dispatches received 
this morning he reported everything qulet 
in Port au Prince, saying he had 400 
men ashore and had no difficulty, in 
maintaining order, but found it difficult 
to patrol so large an area with such a 
small force. Admiral Caperton reported 
that he was disarming the populace and 
that leading men of the place were 
co-operating with him in the mainte- 
nance of order. 

Official Washington: was shocked when 
in later dispatches this afternoon Ad- 
miral Caperton reported that two of his 
sailors had been killed and said that in 
his judgment the situation demanded 
the immediate — of. reinforce- 
ments. 

- Admiral Expected Attack. 

According to Admiral Caperton’s re- 
port, he learned late yesterday after- 
noon that Port au Prince would be at- 
tacked in the course of the night. He 
prepared to meet the attack and made 
disposition of his force for the. de- 
fense of the city at 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. At 8 o'clock last night the 
landing force was attacked from the 
south. There was sniping from the 
brush in the outskirts of Port au 
Prince. The snipers killed two Ameri- 
can seamen. o Americans were 
wounded. he attack was successfully 
repulsed by Admiral Caperton’s force, 
which was commanded by Captain EK. 
L. Beach, U. 8S. N., commanding officer 
of the armored cruiser Washington, 
who is a native of Ohio. After the at- 
tack the American forces maintained 
order in the city throughout the night.

If is understood that Paul Fuller, who 
was sent to Mexico some time ago by

ROME, July 30, (dispatch to The 
London Daily News.)—The Osservatore 
Romano, .the official organ of the Holy 
See, publishes a letter from the Pope, 
addressed to the belligerent peoples and 
their rulers. It-is dated July 28, the 
first anniversary of the outbreak of the 
war. 

After alluding. to the horrors of the 
war and his efforts to lessen them, the 
Pope warmly appeals for peace. He 
exhorts the belligerents to end “the 
horrible slaughter which is dishonoring 
Europe.” 

Although the appeal is eloquent, it 
does not contain any practical proposal 
to hasten peace. The prevailing im- 
pression in the Pope’s entourage is that 
the appeal practically. amounts to an 
offer of mediation, and ‘an attempt at 
arbitration is possibly. solicited by the 
Austro-Germans, since the Pope openly 
suggests an exchange of views. 

His Holiness, it is understood, is will- 
ing to assume the initiative if aidea 
by lovers of peace throughout the 
world. : 

I am informed that the.Pope decided 
to make an effort after realizing that 
an dffer of arbitration from President 
Wilson is now impossible. Before the 
European war may spread to America 
he feels in duty bound to attempt to 
bring about peace. & 

Evideritly “the Pope has some. reason 
to hope that his appeal will not fall on 
deaf ears, for it is thought to be in- 
conceivable that his Holiness would 
appeal if he knew his efforts were 
doomed to failure.

Two British Airmen Captured in 
Sea—French Continue Battle 
for Muenster. 


LONDON, July 30.—On the western 
front the feature of today’s réports is 
the great activity of the French airmen. 
The campaign which has been carried on 
against important German positions has 
been greatly extended, and tonight the 
official’ communication from Paris. an- 
nounces a raid carried out by forty-five 
aviators on a large petrol Works at 
Pechelbront, nofth of Strassburg, in Al- 
sace, as well as an air attack on a fac- 
tory for the manufacture of asphyxia- 
ting gas. at Dofnach near Mlilhausen. 
Bombs were dropped also at Phalsbourg 
(Pfalzburg) and Detwilier, (Dettweiler,) 
west of Strassburg, the former an avia- 
tors’ camp, Another French air squad- 
ron bombarded the station at Freiburg, 
while ten airmen from — attacked 
the station at Chauny, Department of 
the Aisne. A number of other German

In Alsace the French continue their 
attacks on. the positions protecting 
Miinster.

Great Raid on Petrol Works. 


A squadron of forty-five aeroplanes 
set out this. morning, having as its 
objective the petrol works of Pechel- 
bronn, between Hagenau and Wissem- 
bourg, (Alsace.) A cloudy sky and 
many mist banks permitted only part 
of the squadton to reach the goal. 
One hundred and three bombs were 
dropped on the Pechelbronn works.

NEW. FRENCH ABROPLANE OUT, 


Said to Give Superiority Over Ger- 
mans in the Air, 


PARIS) July 15, (Correspondence. of 
The Associated. Press.)\~The armed 
aeroplanes officially reported to have 
bombarded a train and obliged a Ger- 
man flying machine to alight, are sup- 
posed to be the new fliers that have 
been the subject of much mysterious 
private talk, but of which nothing has 
beén Known officially. Just what they 
@re no one has any right to tel further 
than -that they are more powerful than 
any of the preceding French machines, 
and are armed with a new cannon 
especially made for them, supposed to 
fire an inch-and-a-haif shell. 

From many: allusions to this new arm 
it appears.that it is expected to ac- 
centuate the supériority the French 
claim ty have gained over German avia- 
tion. The German machines ‘were bet- 
ter prepared for warfare at the begin- 
ning, had more powerful motors, and 
could distance French macnines in an 
air chase, The French brought out more 
and more powérful motors, protected 
some of their machines with steel plates; 
and armed them with speciai guns. 
These machiaes, in the hands of civilian 
aviators, who volunteered for the’ war, 
and who have specialized themselves in 
the chase of German aircraft, put an 
end to the aeroplane raids upon Paris. 

Besides, a document published by the 
general staff of one of the German 
armies recognizes the superiority of the 
French aviation eorps in criticisms of 
inefficiency of the German fliers, par- 
ticularly in directing fire of the artille 

Recently the Germans announced t e 
appearance of a new machine, supposed 
to surpass everything yét produced, with 
four propellers and two motors to each 
propeller. A letter from a French avia- 
tor says aceerding an engagement with 
one of these machines: 

“Each time he passed Mme the ma- 
chine gun man fired a whole band of 
cartridges. It was a hail of bullets. 
Then the machine swung round and 
camé back above me. our times he 
repeated the manoeuvre, and it seemed 
each time I could see the bullets. My 
passenger and I fired all our ammuni- 
tion, but the machine was too fast for 
us. Then we turned to — * the enemy 
toward our lines. At 1,200 meters he 
scented the ruse and turned tail.”’ 

As fast and efficient as these new 
machines may be, the French claim that 
their new air engines will further revo- 
lutionize this kind of warfare.

According ‘to Sheriff Grifenhagen 
who was in Sing Sing Prison yesterday 
morning, although he did not witness 
the execution of Becker, Warden Thom- 
as Mott Osborne expressed satisfaction 
regarding the conduct of the prisoners 


‘at the time of the execution. 


The warden explained that during 
former executions the prison was turned 
into a bedlam. The convicts in the 
dormitories pounded on the bars, curs- 
ing, shouting, shrieking, groaning, and 
howling denunciations at the warden, 
guards, and keepers. This had all 
changed the ward@ said, and the be- 
havior of the prisoners yesterday was 
excellent, silence prevailed in the entire 
institution. Warden * Osborne gave 
credit for the change to the humane 
treatment brought about by the Wel- 
fare League.

It fs not unlikely that the war and

France and Germany were brought’ into con- 
flict by France’s heroic décision to be faith- 
ful to allfed Russia, or, as a Frenchmen: of 
very high standing termed it: ‘‘ We so much 
regret this conflict between France and Ger- 
many, but We are not like the Italians.’’ 
The Germans have never during all this 
year’s war failed to see the tragic entangle- 
ment in the present Franco-German war, -All 
statements to the contrary are wrong. ” 

But as long as France is Russia’s ally, and 
behaves (as-she still does) as Germany’s 
deadiiest eriemy, Germany must seék for 
certain guarantees for the future. But the 
German feeling of esteem, and even admir- 
ation, for France would make it more than 
improbable that such gyarantees could be of 
any deleterious or éven offensive character.

More than two years have now elapsed 
from the day that Govéftort Carranza 
raised in'Coghuila, his native State, the 
banner of revolt against the rule of 
General Huerta. 

During that time the most extraor- 
dinary events have taken place in. Mex- 
ico, Bes two Presidents at the fall 
of the. Diaz régime, Mexico has —5* 
not less than nine executive ‘hi » who 

undér various names and have at- 
tempted to exert their authority over 
the whole country, from the very pal- 
ace -.where Madero was deposed and 
murdered by Huerta at the time of the 
Feb uprising.. During that time 
also“México has been shaken down to the 
very roots by oné of the most tremen- 
dous convulsions in its history; the most | 
serious complications, both interior: and 
international, have arisen; its problems 
have puzzled writers and statesmen, and 
finally, when peace seémied not far off, 
‘the.country was pluhged again into a 
formidable civil strife among the very 
ones whom -Carranza’s cry of rebellion 

d rallied about his banner. 
movement headed by Carranga in 
March, 1913, was first started mainly 
to restore constitutional order in Mexieo, 
their leaders believing that if order was 


preached and partially . carried _ into 
effect would promptly follow. Constitu- 
tional order as a means and not as an 
end, was its underlying motive. 

The name ‘‘Constitutionaliat,” applied 
to the improvised army at the head of 
which Catranza started this rebellion, 
was a proper one: Constitutionalist it 
was called, not legalist, beecduse its pur- 
pose was.to establish a constitutional 
-order, : not merely - to restore in power 
the only person who. might ‘have been 
entitled to succeed Madero, namély Mr. 
Lascurain, who as Secretary of Foreign 
Relations was, under the Constitution, 
Madero’s only legal succesaor, 

Lascurain did succeed Madero, as it 
‘is well Known, but He only ruled over 
Mexico for fifty-six minutes—the short- 
est period ever recorded in history. He 
then resigned, eithér voluntarily or un- 
der duress of. Huerta’s ig ge and 
Congress having accepted his resigna- 
tion, his brief Presidential cAreer came 
to an end. 

At the present time a few of the lead- 
ers of the reactionary factions have 
Faised again the question of the legality 
of Madero’s succession, but, curiously 
enough, they do not speak now in favor 
of Lascurain but tn favor of oné of 
the most. inconspicuous of “Madero’s 
Secretaries.. Theoties and arguments 
have béen advanced in defense of this 
so-called legality from time to time, 
but they aré apt to appeal more to ‘sen- 
timent than to réason. Such theories, 
it must be noted; were first advocated 
by the Villfstas in this country the day 
after the battlés of Celaya and Leon, 
where General Obregon emashed Villa 
to pléces.

OFFERS 10 RESIGN) 


Action Due to the ’ Bribery 
Charges Against Viscount 
Oura and Others. 


ELDER STATESMEN CALLED 


Emperor Summons Them—it Is Be-| © 
lieved : They Will Advise That 
Okuma Be Retained as Premier. 


‘ 


TOKIO, July 30.—The Japanese Cabi- 
net, headed by Count Okuma as Premier, 
has tendered its resignatior® to Emperor 
Yoshihito. This action followed the res- 
ignation yesterday of Viscount Kane- 
take Oura, Minister of the Interior, fol- 
lowing an investigation by the Ministry 
of Justice into bribery charges’ resulting 
from the Parliamentary elections last 
March. Viscount Oura’s resignation was 
sanctioned by the Emperor after a re- 
port on the situation had been made 
to him by Count Okuma. 

Premier Okuma, “believing he should 
hold himself responsible for the acts of 
the members. of his Cabinet, was the 
first. to tender his resignation. The 
other Miristers immediately. decided to 
follow the example of. their chief. 

After receiving Count Okuma, the Em- 
peror summoned the Elder Statesmen for 
a conference. A Cabinet change at this 
time is unpopular with the public, be- 


cause of the war. 

Two cases have béen mentioned as 
responsible for the crisis. The first was 
the charge that 10,000 yen ($5,000) had 
been offered to Viscount Oura by a 
candidate for the “House as the price 
for keeping a rival candidate out of 
the field. The Minister of the Interior 
denied having accepted this bribe, but 
K. Hayashida, Chief Secretary of the 
lower house, who was arrested on 
Wednesday, has been quoted as admit- 
ting that he received the money and 
distributed it for campaign purposes.

TOKIO, July 3, (Correspondence of The 
Associated Press. ae early this 
month just escaped a Ministerial crisis, 
which grew out of the boycott of Jap- 
anese in China.

He told: the committee that the bosses 
and the patronage of greedy. officehold- 
ers must be defeated for the good of the 
State.

Mr. Root told the committee he was 
an advocate of the short ballot, pure 
and simple, under which the Governor 
and Lieutenant Governor only would be 
elected.

BUTTER TAX FRAUD CHARGED 


Frank and James Lestrade, Adulter- 
ators, Are Indicted, 


Frank and James Lestrade, who are in 
business under the trade name of the 
Ladled Butter Factory at 195 Duane 
Street, were indicted yesterday by the 
Federal Grand Jury on the charge of be- 
ing engaged in a scheme to defraud the 
Government out of internal revenue 
taxes. The evidence was presented by 
Assistant United States District Attorney 
Yasselli, and was to the effect that the 
accused had been engaged ‘n the manu- 
facture and sale of adulterated butter 
without paying the- necessary tax.

No witness 
was able to ideatify any of the other 119 
guards, so all of them were released on 
their own recognizances. 

The men were ‘marched from the 
county jail to the Court House in the 
charge of constables. They were un- 
shaven, poorly dressed, and glum in ap- 
pearance. The ten who were held said 
they were:

Says Forelgn Interests Have Tried 
to Foment Strike Here. 


WASHINGTON, July 03.—President 
Samuel Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor today reiterated his 


charge that foreign-influences had been 
working to make strikes in the United 
States and called upon the workingmen 
to discountenance any such. attempts. 
Mr. Gompers made public his corre- 
spondence with the Central Federated 
Union of New York, which made an 
inquiry regarding a statement attributed 
to Mr. Gompers that ‘“ officers of inter- 
national unions had received money to 
pull off. strikes in Bridgeport and else- 
where in ammunition factories,” 

“*I never mentioned international 
unions,’’ wrote Mr. Gompers, “ nor did 
I use the word ‘German,’ nor did I 
mention Bridgeport, nor did I refer to 
ammunition factories. What I did say 
was that authentic information had come 
to me that efforts had been made to 
corrupt men for the purpose of having 
strikes inaugurated among seamen and 
longshoremen engaged in —— Amer- 
ican. products and manning sh for 
European ports; that the corrupting in- 
fluence was being conducted by agents 
of a foreign Government, and that I 
had no doubt the same agencies and 
influences were at * elsewhere with 
the same purpose in view. 

‘** We should all enter a sympathetic 
protect and frown down upon any for- 
eign interference, no matter by what 
motive actuated, particularly when that 
motive is ulterior and to the detriment 
of the good name; growth, and perma- 
nence of our great cause. 

‘That the effort -has been made to 
corrupt some of our men for such a

time and service to the workers of our 
country have interposed in time.’’

If that’s where they feel they 
belong, I say let them 
without any disposition to resent their 
action or to criticise it. They are both 
good fellows and mean well. 

“At this time the public mind is pre- 
occupied with our international situa- 
tion, with the great problems of national 
defense and security, and it is idle to 
actively agitate for administrative or 
constitutional reforms. Amid ~arms, 
laws are silent. 

“‘As a matter of fact, I think that the 
conscientious voter in the approaching 
Presidential election is not going to be 
influenced by so-called party consider- 
ations. It will be a question of what 
men and measures, irrespective of party, 
we, as good Americans, should support. 

“The Republican Party seems to me 
to utterly misread the temper of the 
people in supposing that this pre-occupa- 
tion indicates reaction, and yet in some 
of the States, where the Republican 
Party was returned to power in 1914, 
notably in Massachusetts, and pre-emi- 
nently in New York, its leaders seem to 
teel that they can trot out the extreme 
reactionary proposals of the past, no 
matter how emphatically these practices 
may have —— rebuked and rejected in 
the past, and find popular. favor and 
acceptance tor them. 

‘Fora Progressive who knows why 
he is a Progressive, and why he became 
one, to select this moment for return- 
ing to’ the Republican Party is to me 
the height, or rather the depth, of un- 


reason. 

It -was stated yesterday by several 
members of the Progressive Party who 
were present at the Bryant Hall meét- 


ing on ‘Thursday evening, when the 
County Committee passed a_ resolution 
virtually asking. Hamlin end Robinson 
to resign from the State Committee, 
that the Progressives were divided in- 
to three factions.
